THE LIONS ROARED. 


Thoy 
Keeoguizod Their Old Friend 
and Were Overjoyed. 


‘I am not a believer in the super­ 
natural, ’ said a j'oung man to a 
writer for the Louisvillo Courier- 
Journal, “ but every time I see a 
copy of Wilkie Collins’ novel: 
‘The 
Woman in W hite,’ I get the creeps, 
for it recalls one of the most awful 
experiences in my life. 
I boarded 
in the southern portion of the ciU% 
at the homo of a widow, in whoso 
family was an intoresting youth, 
about sixteen years old. 
He and I 
were exceedingly fond of one anoth­ 
er, perhaps from the fact that bo 
was afflicted with epilepsy, and I 
was the only person about the house 
who understood bow to relievo him 
and was able to lianclle him without 
his hurting himself while in convul­ 
sions. 
He did not live very long 
after I knew him and died in my 
arms in one of hiß attacks. 
The in­ 
cident I am speaking of occurred on 
one of the very coldest nights in 
January. 
lie had died at noon and 
the family sat up with the corpse 
until 
midnight, 
when 
I relieved 
them in the watch, requesting all to 
retire, as I loved the boy so well I 
felt it my duty to stay near him in 
death. An hour passed and I picked 
up a copy of ‘The Woman in W hite’ 
to while away the somber watch. 
I 
drew near the fireplace and turned 
up the lamp a little higher, as the 
rest of the room was very dark and a 
window was raised back of 
the 
corpse on the cooling board. 
A fter 
all had gone to bed the realization of 
the somber situation obtruded itself 
upon me, and as I perused the novel 
its contents were not calculated to 
reassure me. 
I 
thought 
about 
everything possible, and for the first 
time in my life I began to quake 
with fear. 
“ I was in such a condition of mind 
that the dropping of a pin would 
have been noted at once, 
and the 
creaking of a piece of furniture or 
the swaying of a shutter would have 
sent terror through my heart. 
In 
this overwrought state of mind I 
heard a slight noise and turned to­ 
ward the corpse, vvhen, awful to re­ 
late, I saw my friend raise his bands, 
throw back the pall, and sit stark 
upright. The eyes, which had never 
been 
closed, 
looked 
searchingly 
about the room until they rested on 
mo, 
the open mouth contracted, 
and the countenance took a distort­ 
ed expression. 
Without pausing I 
dashed from the room into the dark 
corridors.

The Annual Meeting at Higgins- 
v ille Today. 


HOME FOR THE VETERANS. 


The Executiv e Committee of the Con­ 
federate Home Association 
Meets Tomorrow. 


A car load of St. Louisans p assed 
through Sedalia this m orning to be 
p resent today at the annual meeting 
of the ex-Confcderate association 
of Missouri, at Higginsv ille, which 
will 
be 
followed 
tomorrow by a 
meeting of the executiv e c o m m it­ 
tee of the C onfederate H om e asso­ 
ciation. 
T h e Higginsv ille Leader 
of yesterday says: 
Missouri is the first state to build 
a confederate home entirely from 
p ersonal contributions, and she has 
the finest hom e of them all. 
The 
p roblem now is to 
m aintain this 
home, but the m anagem ent, after 
receiv ing nearly $100,000 from gen­ 
erous p eop le within three years, has 
no fears for the future. 
It was som ething like ten years 
ago that p ro m inen t confederate sol­ 
diers like M ajor John S. 
Mellow 
and Judge T h o m a s A. Portis began 
talking about a soldiers’ home. 
Finally the Southern Historical 
society, 
of 
St. Louis, 
ap p ointed 
a com m ittee in 1889 to secure a 
charter. 
T h e com m ittee secured a 
charter and rep orted it to the a n ­ 
nual reunion of confederate soldiers 
at 
Higginsv ille, 
August 
of 
that 
year. 
T he first editorial a d v o ca t­ 
ing 
the 
establishm ent of a C o n ­ 
federate 
H o m e 
in 
Missouri 
a p ­ 
p eared in the Leader, and this,with 
the friendly sp irit toward the C o n ­ 
federate v eterans engendered by f re 
quent gatherings of soldiers of the 
p lace, went not a little way in the 
selection 
of 
Higginsv ille 
as 
the 
natural nursery of the institution. 
T he H istorical society turned the 
charter ov er to the E x-Confederate 
association of Missouri, whose offi­ 
cers were elected to corresp onding 
p ositions in the H om e association. 
This association has a v ice p resi­ 
dent in each congressional district, 
and this constitutes the executiv e 
com m ittee of the home.

T he com m ittee sep arated without 
any one m em ber knowung the choice 
of 
another. 
Two days 
later the 
com m ittee met in 
St. 
Louis and 
Higginsv ille was unanimously 
se­ 
lected for the location of the home. 
In M arch, 1891, the home farm 
of 373 acres was p urchased of Grov e 
Young for 
$18 ,600 cash. 
T here 
were two nine-room houses av aila­ 
ble. 
C ontracts 
were immediately 
let for ten three-roorn cottages, and 
other buildings were soon filled with 
destitute soldiers and their families. 
T he liberalty of 
the 
p eop le of 
this grand old state was manifested 
by cash contributions of ov er $70,- 
000 in less than three years. 
In the sp ring of 1891 Mrs. Cassi­ 
dy, wife of A bner C. 
Cassidy, of 
St. Louis, conceiv ed the idea of o r­ 
ganizing the D aughters of the C o n ­ 
federacy. H e r first mov e w^as to p e r ­ 
suade that v enerable old lady, Mrs. 
M argaret A. E. M cLure, to accep t 
the office of p resident. 
Mrs. M c ­ 
Lure, then 80 years of age, finally 
consented to the use of her name, 
modestly insisting that Mrs. 
Cassi­ 
dy would hav e to do all 
the 
hard 
work, as she was too old for activ e 
serv ice. 
T hose two ladies soon a s­ 
sembled abo ut 200 p rom inent St. 
Louis ladies. 
T h e “ D aughters” o r­ 
ganized forthwith and began work 
in the faint hop e of buying furni­ 
ture for fiv e of the cottages at the 
H om e. 
T h eir 
success 
was 
p h e ­ 
nom enal, 
and 
this 
encouraged 
the 
ladies 
of 
twenty-six 
c o un ­ 
ties 
and 
cities

state to form societies.

these societies continue to work as 
auxiliaries to the St. Louis society, 
and the result of their first year’s 
labor, as rep orted by the treasurer, 
Mrs. VV.
